To abolish the practice of all-day 


or all-night parking in Center Square 
and in the main streets near 
the 


circle, council voted for the prepara- 
tion of an ordinance to limit parking 
to a certain number of hours. 


In the motion to draw up such an 


ordinance, two hours was designated 
as the limit of which cars would be 
allowed to park in or near the square, 
but, by agreement, it was decided to 
let the number of hours blank until 
public opinion^ on the time limit for 
parking could be ascertained.

G ettysburg is doing everything “hu­ 
manly possible" to purify the effluent 
from the new sewage disposal plant 
before it enters Rock Creek, N. B. 
Schnurm an, chairm an of the sewer 
committee, informed council a t the 
regular July meeting, F riday evening. 
Mr. Schnurm an admitted th a t com­ 
plaints have been received about 
a 
stench arising frum Rock Creek from 
below the Hanover street bridge to 
Mt. Joy township, but asserted th a t 
the new plant is working satisfactori­ 
ly in every respect, doing everything 
th a t wa* expected of it, and th a t it 
is only a m atter of tim e before the 
present condition lectifies itself. 
I. M. Glace, district engineer of the 
state departm ent of health, who o r­ 
dered a new sewage disposal plant 
installed here, visited the new works 
recently, Mr. Schnurman 
said, and 
was well plea-ed with the m anner in 
which the plant was functioning. 
"H e told me that G ettysburg is 
doing everything humanly possible to 
d e a r up the stench in Rock Creek,” 
Counc ilman Schnurman said, “but that 
it may he some time before the un­ 
filtered effluent which has been in the 
stream for years and years moves , 
away and the present odor entirely 
disappears.”

Nancy, France, July 3.—Dr. Emil 


Coue, the famous advocate of auto 
suggestion in the treatment of ill- 
nesses, died yesterday. 


Doctor Coue was born in Troyes, 


Prance, and studied at the Lycee of 
Troyes. He spent thirty years as a 
pharmacist in Troyes and several as 
an interne in hospitals for two years. 
He never laid claims to "being a scien- 
tist in the modern sense, but was al- 
ways a strong advocate of the system 
of auto-suggestion. 
His theory as 


translated from an article of his own, 
is enunciated in a book "Self Mastery 
by Conscious Auto Suggestion." 


Doctor Coue called himself a profes- 


sor of applied psychology. His fame 
as an auto-suggestive healer came 
after the European war, when his 
modest dwelling in the Rue Jeanne 
d'Arc was thronged daily with suf- 
ferers demanding his services. Soon 
he was called upon to lecture in 
France, England, Spain, Portugal and 
the United States. 


The Est Republican, the leading 


newspaper of Nancy, learns that Pro- 
fessor Coue died from general fatigue 
brought on by overwork in countless 
lectures and healing sessions. 
He 


was bedridden for several weeks and 
had not lectured for a considerable 
time.

His theory as 
translated from an article of his own, 
is enunciated in a book “ Self Mastery 
by Conscious Auto Suggestion.” 
Doctor Coue called him self a profes­ 
sor of applied psychology. 
His fame 
as an auto-suggestive healer came 
after the European w ar, when his 
modest dwelling in the Rue Jeanne 
d’Are was thronged daily with suf­ 
ferers demanding his services.
